The “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 17th July announces, on

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 

The “ Boletin Oficial” of 4th June publishes the text of a decree 
Hand-boring authorising the Direccién General de Ferro- 
Machines carriles, Buenos Aires, to invite tenders for 
the supply of 10 Pallisy hand-boring machines 
capable of boring to a depth of 50 metres; eight similar machines 
to bore to a depth of 150 metres; five capable of boring to a depth 
of 300 metres; and four to a depth of 1,000 metres. The 
cost is estimated at 220,000 pesos gold (about 44,0001). A 
clause is inserted to the effect that the personnel necessary for the 
manipulation and management of these machines may be recruited 

either in the Argentine Republic or from abroad.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Zanzibar.—The following information is from the report by the 
British Vice-Consul at Zanzibar (Mr. R. M. Kohan) on the trade of 
that Protectorate in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

Importation from Europe is effected almost entirely by the local 
commission houses, and by them the imported goods are dis- 
tributed to wholesale Indian traders, who supply the retailers. It 
is the usual practice for local houses in Zanzibar to place their 
orders with their head branches in Europe, and enquiries 
should, therefore, be directed in the first instance to these 
latter, whose names and addresses are filed by the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C. Commission houses in Zanzibar find it 
necessary to allow credit, the terms being 60 to 90 days, with 
9 per cent. interest on overdue accounts; cash payments are 
subject to a discount of 2} per cent. Export trade is done ona 
cash basis. 

Firms wishing to open business relations with Zanzibar should 
remember that the African native is extremely conservative in his 
tastes. The introduction of a new commodity for native use is 
always attended by considerable risk, since, owing to the extremely 
capricious nature of the native demand, it is very difficult to 
foresee the manner in which a new article will be received. The 
essential features required in goods for the Zanzibar market are 
cheapness and showiness; quality is, in most cases, altogether a 
minor consideration. Cheap cutlery, watches and chains, mirrors, 
enamel ware, crockery, umbrellas, &c. are among the articles for 
which there is a constant demand, and in which the share of the 
United Kingdom might be extended. It is, however, necessary 
that the manufacturer, before making any attempt to introduce 
his goods, should make himself thoroughly acquainted with the 
Iccal requirements. 


Helsingsfors—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Helsingsfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke) on the trade of 
Finland in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

There can be no doubt that British interests in Finland would 
be served best by a number of local agents representing British 
firms in various branches. It is not likely that possible Finnish 
buyers will take the trouble to consider seriously offers made 
only by post, without having any samples at hand; whereas 
a local agent can do much, especially if he is an influential man, 
by seeing the buyer in person and showing the article. Every British 
firm wishing to trade in Finland—especially firms already trading 
with Russia—should, therefore, take measures, says Mr. Cooke, to 
appoint an agent in one of the larger towns, preferably Helsingfors. 
As a rule, British firms wishing to appoint a local agent, write to the 
Consul asking him to suggest some suitable firm or person. The 
Consul does so, giving a couple of names of respectable firms, 
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elther trading in the branch in which the applicant wishes 
to do business, or being general agents. There is, of course, 
a chance that successful business will-ensue from this transaction, 
but. there is just as much possibility that the agents named 
already represent some other firm in the business, and hence may 
be prevented from taking the agency. On the other hand there 
may be suitable firms that have escaped the Consul’s attention, but 
who, if the British firm were willing to spend a few shillings in , 
advertising in a local paper, would apply. 

It should be remembered that the value of the exports from 
Finland to the United Kingdom far exceeds the value of the 
imports from that country. The total value of the imports 
into Finland amounted in 1908 to 14,504,000l1., while that of the 
imports from the United Kingdom was but 1,824,0001. 

The main point is that British firms should get acquainted with 
the local demand so as to be able to supply the article required at 
the price generally paid for it in Finland. This cannot be done ; 
without expense, but it is the way other nations have been able i 
to work up a profitable trade in Finland, and it is most certainly 
the way which the United Kingdom will have to adopt if she 
wishes to increase her trade there. 

All kinds of cloth and clothes, boots, sporting apparatus, paper 
manufactures, artistic printings, machinery, tools and implements, 
might be exported from the United Kingdom to Finland in greater 
quantities than at present. 

As regards prices, it may be mentioned that German and 
American exports to Finland consist, in many cases, of surplus 
production for which there isno market at home, and, consequently, j 
are often sold at prices considerably below the average. It will, :% 
therefore, be necessary for British firms wishing to compete to let 
their prices vary considerably according to the market, so as to get 
the orders not only when times are good but also when they are 
bad. Prices should, as a rule, be quoted in Finnish marks, and 
the metric system should be used for the convenience of buyers, 
to whom the measures and weights used in the United Kingdom 
are utterly unintelligible. Concerning the terms of payment, it 
will often be necessary to allow extended credit to larger firms. 

In regard to the establishment in Helsingfors of a store for the 
sale of British ready-made articles of all kinds, the Consul says 
that the eagerness with which British cloth, clothes, haberdashery, 
soap, cocoa, &c., are asked for would tend to show that such a 
business would prosper, and it would, moreover, be the best way 
of advertising the goods and spreading them all over Finland. 
The store could be combined with a general agency for British 
goods, orders being placed direct in the United Kingdom, and 
to a certain extent supplied from stock. The whole concern 
might be investigated and started, on a small scale at first, by 
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some representative of a British firm calling at Helsingfors and 
making the necessary calculations on the spot. There can be no 
doubt that there would be suitable local men to carry on the busi- 
ness, if no Englishmen could be found. 


Omsk—The following information is from the report by the 
British Vice-Consul at Omsk (Mr. 8. Randrup) on the trade of 
that district in 1908, which will be issued in due course :— 

Sewing machines and bicycles are imported in large quantities 
from Germany. Separators are mostly Swedish and Danish. The 
country is well worked by German commercial travellers, while a 
representative of a British firm is seldom seen ; this is all the more 
extraordinary when it is taken into consideration that the demand 
for English made articles is large, and, if the territory were pro- 
perly worked, would increase enormously.., 

For cutlery and edged tools of foreign manufacture there is a 
good demand, as they are of better quality than the Russian ; those 
on the market are chiefly German and American. 

The general view of British firms is that to do business in 
Siberia on any other than a cash basis is very risky. Such is far 
from being the case, however, though few Siberian traders can 
afford to pay cash and then wait months for their goods, and after 
receipt sell on credit, and wait again probably the best part of a 
year for their money. 

Another thing to which it is necessary to draw attention is the 
matter of British catalogues; it is absolutely necessary to give 
gross and net weights in plain figures for calculation, and if it is a 
difficult matter to have them printed in Russian, they should be in 
the German language. 

Siberia is suffering from want of capital, and much good business 
is going begging; the bankers charge a very high rate of interest 
at present for advances against bills and goods, taking 8 or 83 per 
cent., and advancing up to 80 per cent. of value. In the Vice- 
Consul’s opinion, English banking firms might open up business 
in Siberia with advantage. 


South and Central America.—H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg 
(Sir W. Ward, C.V.O.) has forwarded the following suggestions, 
based on an article recently published in the ‘‘German Export 
Review,” in reference to the trade between the United Kingdom 
and South and Central America :— 

The conditions of credit in South and Central America are of 
a@ very peculiar nature. Many European exporters and manu- 
facturers appear to consider that a native with an aristocratic 
name must be more worthy of credit than a young and industrious 
merchant of their own nationality. The native, however, often 
possesses nothing else than his name, whi'e the young foreigner 
generally employs his time in working hard to form for 
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himself a position in life, which for the native is unneces- 
sary. In most cases those persons who give larger or smaller 
credit to natives meet with unpleasant experiences. The European 
firms established in such places are afterwards entrusted with 
the collection of the bad debts arising from this policy, but 
as a rule without any chance of recovering anything. In most 
cases the firm entrusted with the action are powerless against 
such customers, for if they were to take legal steps they 
would probably lose their own customers. This condition 
of things is mainly due to the fact that the majority of 
the inhabitants of such places, except in the few large 
towns, are related to each other. A merchant, therefore, who 
makes an enemy by undertaking the collection of an outstanding 
debt, will be sure to make enemies of the entire town, and, 
in consequence, the merchant himself generally declines to carry 
out most of such orderz, or acts upon them in such a dilatory 
manner that they remain unsuccessful. For these reasons exporters 
and manufacturers would do better to accord adequate credit to 
young and industrious merchants of their own nationality, who 
intend making a livelihood, rather than to natives with grand 
names or titles. 

Rubbishy goods, which are. occasionally required for exchange 
with the Indians, should only be sold to firms who are known 
to be genuine. If the order comes from a hitherto unknown 
customer, then the exporter or manufacturer would do best to 
refuse to carry it out, for in 99 out of 100 cases such a customer 
has the intention of giving only one order and of selling the 
rubbish as articles of good quality. In this way the market may 
be rendered impossible for the exporter for many years to come. 
It is almost inconceivable what speculative tricks this kind of 
customer tries to carry out. 





REGISTRATION OF BRITISH TRADE MARKS IN 
TURKEY. 


Adverting to the notice on p. 260 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 80th April, 1908, respecting the fees for the reyistra- 
tion of trade marks in Turkey, the Acting British Consul-General 
at Constantinople (Mr. A. T. Waugh) draws attention to the fact 
that trade marks must be registered in Turkey, or they are liable 
to be appropriated, and instances a recent case in which the British 
owner of a mark had to pay in order to recover it from a local 
appropriator who had registered it. 

The names of respectable agents to undertake the formalities of 
registration may be obtained from the British Consulate-General 
or the British Chamber of Commerce at Constantinople. 
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SALE OF FOREIGN: GOODS IN GERMANY AS OF 
BRITISH MAKE. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Stettin (Mr. R. Bernal) on the trade of Pomerania in 1908, which 
will shortly ke issued :— 

Cloth, shirtings, hosiery, umbrellas, hats, &c., are increasingly 
sold in Stettin as British, and this is also the case with writing 
paper ; it is evident, however, from the advertising matter accom- 
panying some of these goods that they are of Continental origin. 





OFFICIAL WORKSHOPS IN CHINAN. 


H.M. Legation at Peking have forwarded the following informa- 
tion regarding the official workshops at Chinan, in the Province of 
Shantung :— 

The official workshops at Chinan are engaged in manufacturing 
articles of various kinds, both for local use and for export, with a 
view of competing with foreign goods. The workmanship of the 
articles turned out is in most cases excellent. At one time the 
prices asked were far too high, and were calculated to defeat the 
object of the institution; the Governor of the Province, therefore, 
gave orders that all goods manufactured in the workshops should 
be sold at the prime cost of the materials, plus from 10 to 20 per 
cent. for workmanship in the case of fine goods, and from 10 to 
15 per cent. in that of common articles. As a check on the prices 
charged, all goods exposed for sale are to be ticketed with the 
cost of the raw material, for the information of intending purchasers. 

Among articles the manufacture of which has recently been 
taken in hand may be mentioned furniture, fire-engines, glass and 
porcelain. ‘The two last-named are made either locally or at the 
glass and china factories in Po-shan. The manager of the work- 
shops takes a great interest in porcelain, and has had a special 
porcelain furnace erected at Po-shan, where pieces are made in 
imitation of antique china. They are exhibited at the workshops, 
and are said to be reasonably cheap. 

Stoves are also manufactured, in imitation of the foreign stoves 
imported into China. They are cheap, the larger ones ranging in 
price from 10 to 20 dollars. For these, however, there is not much 
demand; they are of cast iron, of very rough make, and seldom 
survive more than one winter’s constant use. The smaller stoves, 
which are preferred by the Chinese, cost from 2°5 to 7 dollars. 
As coal‘is more and more generally used .as fuel, there should be 
a ready market for small cheap stoves. 

Other articles turned out by the workshops are foreign wash- 
stand sets of wrought iron, camp-beds and flat-irons. The wash- 
stand sets cost from 0°80 to 2°4 dollars each, and the camp-beds 
6 dollars. 

H.M. Legation add that official workshops have also been 
established in Kao-yiian-hsien, modelled on those in Chinan, and 
are said to be flourishing. The goods turned out are chiefly silk 


crape and fine satins.

In each case he is at considerable disadvantage on account of 
the loss of time involved, and he is open to the risk of 
the deterioration of perishable goods, which form the bulk of 
exports from Zanzibar, in the process of transhipment. He is 
further handicapped by the facts that the steamers from the south 
are frequently so laden with passengers and freight as to 
be unable to satisfy the demand at Zanzibar and other East 
African ports, and that the terms of the mail contracts of the 
Messageries Maritimes preclude the vessels of that line from ex- 
tending their visit to Zanzibar beyond 24 hours. The British 
shipper again stands at a disadvantage at Zanzibar owing to heavy 
rebates and preferences granted by the Deutsche Ost Afrika Linie 
and by the Messageries Maritimes in favour of German and 
French shippers respectively, and he suffers an equal disadvantage 
in London owing to the issue of through bills of lading from the 
interior of Germany at reduced rates with special provisions as 
to insurance and safe delivery. 


A step in the direction of the breaking of the monopoly held by 
Establishment of os Deutsche Ost Afrika Linie in the shipping 
Direct SS. Services rade with India has recently been taken by 
from Bombay the establishment of a direct three-weckly ser- 
eS aa vice between Bombay, Zanzibar, and Durban

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


VICTORIA. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) 
Coal Devosits at 2°Ports that large brown coal deposits have been 
Ps. found to exist at Morwell, about 80 miles east 

of Melbourne. ‘The coal is exposed on hillsides, 

and can be worked very cheaply by the open-cut system of mining. 
It has been bored to a depth of 1,000 feet, of which 800 feet 
is brown coal of the best quality. The overburden of clay varies in 
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SE 


thickness from 20 to 130 feet, and the basin is supposed to cover 
360 square miles of country. 
An English electrical engineer has reported to the Victorian 
Government that brown coal could be mined at Morwell at a cost 
of 2s.aton. Morwell brown coal is said to contain 34 gallons of 
crude oil per ton: it can be used to make producer gas (10,000 feet 
per ton) and carbide of calcium. Fire bricks made at Morwell from . 
the clay overlying the brown coal sell at 60s. a thousand, Morwell 
brown coal is said to contain not more than 17 per cent. of sulphur.

CAPE COLONY. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Capetown (Mr. E. J. Cattell) 
has forwarded an extract from the ‘Cape 
Coal Seam. Argus” of 29th June, from which it appears 
that a coal seam in the Sutherland and Laings- 
burg districts of Cape Colony has been experimentally worked. | 
The workings are situated a short distance up the south-eastern 
slope of the Roggeveld Mountains. A seam of what was at first 
thought to be anthracite, but which was found on analysis to be of 
a semi-bituminous character, has been exposed along the whole 
length of the work, varying in thickness from 12 to 33 inches. 
Arrangements are being made for a trial of the coal on the Cape 
Government Railways. 





RUSSIA (FINLAND). 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Helsingfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke) on the trade of Finland in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

Locomotives have been made in Finland since 1899 by “ Tammerfors 
ea cn Linne och Jérn Manufaktur Aktiebolag” (Linen 
and Iron Manufacturing Company). This firm 


Pe ans voxel have, to date, supplied 140 locomotives—1381 to 
ae m the Government and 9 to private railways. 
Serta oa Special machinery has been procured for the 
for Government PUrP%: and various workshops built. About 
Orders. 300 men are employed. 


In competitions between foreign firms and 
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the Finnish one for Finnish Government contracts, the Customs 
duty is added to the foreign price, and the total is compared with 
the local price. If then the local offer does not exceed the 
foreign by more than 20 per cent., the railway Board of Directors 
decide the matter, and are empowered to accept the Finnish offer, 
even if it be the most expensive. Otherwise the matter goes to 
the Finnish Senate for decision. 

The 10 locomotives recently ordered from Tammerfors were 
competed for by six foreign firms. The average offer exceeded by 
401. per locomotive the Finnish one. The highest foreign offer 
exceeded the Tiammerfors one by 20 per cent., whereas the lowest, 
with Customs expenses, was 18 per cent. less than the local tender. 


PANAMA, 
H.M. Minister at Panama has forwarded a translation of a law 
(No. 30 of 1909) passed by the National 
Assembly of Panam4 in February Jast, relating 
to mining imposts in the Republic, which 
enacts that: 

1. Petroleum deposits which may be discovered on Panama. 
territory may be advertised and acquired in rectangular plots of 
two by five kilometres, or in plots three kilometres square, subject 
to the regulations set forth in the Mining Code and the 
supplementary acts and amendments thereto. 

2. The following taxes on mines shall be levied annually :— 

On every mine of precious stones, 5 balboas for every square 
kilometre. 

On every alluvial or placer mine, 5 balboas. 

On petroleum deposits, on sediméhtary mines, and on those 
found to be in the form of beds or layers, a tax double that for 
placer mines. Manganese mines shall pay 2 balboas 50 cents 
on each property.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 
H.M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) reports that 
the salt industry in Argentina appears to have 

Salt Industry.. made considerable advance lately. Recently 

a special train was run from the “Salinas 
Chicas,” about 9 kiloms. from Levalle Station, on the Neuquen 
branch of the Great Southern Railway, to Buenos Aires with 1,000 
tons of salt. 

The Consul is informed that the salt gives an analysis of 99°20 
pure salt. It is used principally for curing hides and skins, and 
is said to be equal to the best Cadiz salt. The salt forms a crust on 
the surface of the water, and is gathered up during the hot weather 
and laid out on the banks of the lake to dry. 
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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


ZANZIBAR: 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Zanzibar (Mr. R. M. Kohan) on the trade of that 
Protectorate in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


Considerable stocks of piece-goods held over from 1907 account for 
Imports of a decrease of 72,1247. in the imports of these 
Textiles articles into Zanzibar in 1908, as compared 
with the previous year. The only items 
which call for special comment are ‘ Americani” (the local 
name for grey cloth) and grey shirtings, which were formerly 
the principal articles of re-export, and the trade in which has 
now left Zanzibar for Aden and Mombasa, although a certain 
amount is still shipped from Zanzibar to the latter port. 
“ Americani” is the only class of cotton goods in which the 
British manufacturer was entirely unrepresented last year, 
It is in some measure due to the conservatism of the native and of 
the Indian retail merchant that the American article has so firm a 
hold on the Zanzibar market: hitherto the attempts of British 
manufacturers to compete with it have not met with success. 
‘¢‘ Americani” is imported in bales of 25 pieces, each of 30 yards, 
and is sold at prices varying from Rs. 110 to 150 (71. 6s. 8d. to 
101.), according to weight. 

In the imports of “ kangas,” a comparison of the last three years’ 
figures shows an increase of 14,622. in favour of the British 
manufacturer. The handling of “ kangas” remains in a large 
measure with the German commission houses, whose advantage is 
due to their long association with the Indian wholesale trader, to 
whom they allow a very likeral credit. They are enabled to intro- 
duce frequent changes of design to keep pace with the fashion, 
while a market is found in German East Africa, where no British 
firm is represented, for any remaining surplus after the demand in 
Zanzibar has been exhausted. 

From the United Kingdom are imported mainly kikoi—loin 
cloths with coloured borders—cotton vests, turkey-red twill lawns, 
printed cotton handkerchiefs, and cheap labour cloths. India 
supplies unbleached cloths, known as Jaganathi, Hindusi and 
Gumpti. White and khaki drills are imported almost entirely 
from America, and a limited quantity of hand-made turban and 
loin cloths come from Muscat.

H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports, with 
regard to flax sowings and crop prospects in 
Russia, that, according to detailed reports 
from each district, published in the official 
‘Commercial and Industrial Gazette” of St. 
Petersburg, the past Spring was little favourable for the crops in 
general, and particularly for the flax sowings. Field work, in pre- 
paration for sowing, was considerably deluyed, to the extent of two 
to three weeks in the slantzeff region, while in the mochentzoff 
region sowing began from May 10th to 20th (Russian date) and 
concluded in the first week inJune (Russian date). The total area 
sown was less than last year. T’he peasants in many of the flax 
regions are recognising that flax growing is unprofitable, and are 
in consequence turning to other branches of agriculture, especially 
to cattle rearing and pasture. Owing to the winter and spring 
meteorological conditions a good deal of the winter grain had to 
be re-sown. Had seeds been fully available the land thus freed 
would have been sown with spring grain. This was not the case, 
and flax was sown'instead. Otherwise the diminution in the area 
under flax would have been much greater. 

In the reports from separate localities, the reasons assigned for 
the diminution of the area under flax are almost invariably low 
prices and in general the unprofitableness of flax-growing, the 
peasants sowing grain, grass, clover, or potatoes instead.

With reference to the notice on p. 648 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th June relative to grain crop 
prospects in South Russia, the British Vice- 
Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. E. B. St. Clair) 
now writes that, according to a report published 
by the local agricultural society, spring cereals in the north Caucasus 
were in a satisfactory condition up to the middle of June, and 
promised a fair yield ; winter cereals were also almost everywhere 
in good condition. Winter wheat, however, was less satisfactory 
in the districts of the Kuban territory touching the sea coast, 
where it suffered to a certain extent from want of rain. There 
have also been complaints from the south-eastern part of the 
Stavropol government. In the Voronezh government both winter 
and spring cereals were in a very satisfactory condition. 

In the Don territory spring cereals, especially barley, were in an 
excellent condition ; rye was less satisfactory, but at all events an 
average yield is expected, and, should the weather continue to be 
favourable, a yield above the average may be obtained. 

According to a report published by the local Bourse, says the 
Vice-Consul, the quantities of wheat and barley exported from 
Rostov between the opening of navigation and the end of June 
were 242,262 tons and 194,801 tons respectively.

wane. forwarded by the Acting British Vice-Consul at 
Dairen (Mr. E. L. S. Gordon) :— 

During the occupation of North Manchuria by Russian troops, 
agriculture there underwent a great development, owing to the 
large demand for provisions. At the end of the Russo-Japanese 
war, however, the home demand suffered a collapse, and it became 
necessary to find an outlet in foreign markets. From 1906 to 1908 
the staple produce of North Manchuria was exported to Japan 
through Vladivostok. During 1908 this trade suffered owing to 
the depression in Japan; however, towards the end of the year, 
North Manchurian beans and wheat began to he exported on a 
large scale to Europe. 

Up to the autumn of 1908, the export trade from districts north 
of Chanchun had been carried on vid the Chinese Eastern Railway 
and Vladivostok. Since last winter, however, the increase in the 
transporting capacity of the South Manchuria Railway, the better 
equipment and financial organisation of the Japanese merchants, 
and the higher freight rates that came into operation on the 
Chinese Eastern Railway in November last, have occasioned a 
diversion of the traffic to the South Manchurian Railway ; large 
quantities of agricultural produce from districts to the north of 
Changchun have been carried to that place by Chinese carts, and 
thence sent by rail to Dairen. 

Formerly the trade in wheat and beans was entirely carried on 
by Russian merchants, but since 1907 the trade through both 
Dairen and Vladivostok has fallen into the hands of Japanese, and, 
to some extent, of European merchants. 

Mr. Gordon further reports that the cereal crops in South Man- 
churia this year promise to be good. In some places beans have 
been sown instead of wheat, and it is stated that the bean crop will 
be greater this year than last by 30 per cent. 





In connection with the foregoing, it may be of interest to note 
that, according to H.M. Commercial Attaché at Paris, 89,000 tons 
of oil seeds (“‘ téves oléagineuses ”’) for cattle food, from Manchuria 
and Eastern Siberia, passed through the Suez Canal during the 
five months January—May of this year, destined chiefly, it is 
believed, for the United Kingdom.

the cotton, woollen, worsted, and other textile trades, the building 
trades, the boot and shoe and other clothing trades, and the paper 
and glass trades), besides a large number of returns of a non- 
statistical character received from employers’ associations, trade 
unions, local correspondents, and other sources, employment 
in June was, on the whole, much about the same as in May. 
There was some improvement in the coal mining industry, in the 
engineering and printing trades, and in some of the textile trades, 
and a decline in the furnishing trades, as well as among carpenters 
and painters in the building trade. The shipbuilding trade con- 
tinued very depressed. 

As compared with a year ago, employment in the textile trades 
and in the pig iron, iron and steel and tinplate trades, showed an 
improvement, but there was some decline in the building, 
engineering and shipbuilding trades. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 698,284, 
making returns, 55,331 (or 7°9 per cent.) were reported as unem- 
ployed at the end of June, 1909, as compared with the same 
percentage in both May, 1909, and June, 1908. :

RUSSIA (FINLAND). 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Helsingfors (Mr. C. J. Cooke) on the trade of Finland in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


Inthe local press an interesting controversy has been going on recently 
| between some prominent Finnish business men, 
BR wins of oD the possible benefit to be derived from the 
aint Maiden establishment by foreign banks of branches in 
s '  Helsingfors. It has been claimed, on the one 
hand, that, the foreign banks being accustomed to a much lower 
rate of interest on their money (Finnish banks receive 7 per cent. 
and more), capital would be more easily attainable, and that the 
development of industry and trade generally would be assisted. 
On the other hand, it has been urged that foreign banks in 
Finland would act in the same way as local ones; hence money 
would be as dear as ever, especially as foreign banks would probably 
grant only short credits. 

It is beyond doubt, says Mr. Cooke, that Finland cannot herself 
satisfy, so far, the demand for money, and that it would, therefore, 
be beneficial if foreign capital could be introduced in the manner 
suggested. Mr. Cooke adds that in business circles a little com- 
petition from abroad in banking business would probably be 
heartily welcomed.

GERMANY. 


The “ Reichs-Gesetzblatt,” No. 3], publishes the text of a law, dated 
7th June, designed to counteract unfair com- 
petition. ‘The law prohibits the dissemination 
of specious statements respecting commercial 
matters, more particularly as to the quality, 
place of origin, method of production, or pricing of merchandise, 
and as to the manner in which goods are procured. It also 
contains provisions against the circulation of misleading informa- 
tion as to certain kinds of clearance sales, when goods are merely 
collected for those particular sales, provision being made so that 
merchants may, beforehand, file with the properly constituted 
authorities a statement as to the reasons for those sales. It can be 
determined by a decision of the Federal Council that certain goods 
may be sold in the retail trade only in prescribed units of number, 
measure, or weight. Any person who, for purposes of competition, 
circulates information concerning the _ business, proprietors, 
managers, or goods of any firm, of a kind calculated to injure 
the reputation or credit of the business, or who knowingly 
uses the name of a firm or industrial undertaking in a manner 
likely to lead to confusion with names already in use, is 
bound to compensate the injured person for the damage done, or 
under certain conditions will be liable to punishment. Employes 
are also prohibited from utilising trade secrets for purposes of 
competition, or with the intention of injuring the firm by whom 
they are employed. 

This law comes into force on Ist October, 1909, and will on that 
date take the place of the law of 27th May, 1896,-against- unfair 
competition. :

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects as far as possible, in the interest of British trade.
